Good Whitewash for Indoors.

At the request of many subseribers who
hava not resd the previous volumes of thic
American Agriculturist, we here re-publish
the directions given two years since for
Lho best whitewash wo have ever used,—
For a modernte sized honse, say 3 rooms,
alout 33 1bs, Paris white, ard 1 1b, besy
white glue are needed,  Dissolve the gloe
in hot water ; also make o thick wash with
the Paris white and hot water, and add
the dissplved glue and sufficient water o
make the wasl of the proper consistence,
As the mase stiffens over night, it is better
to mix each morning what i wented dur-
ing the day. 10 left over night, warm, or
add hot water to make it limpid

The Paris white is chalk cleansed from
its impurities, and is only a very pure
whiting—better than iy ordinarily usad for
making putty.  We use the Cooper glue,
which is considered the best hove, but any |
good wlite glue will answer.
